Germans Are Placing in Action Ev­ 


ery Man to be Spared—Allies

London, May 31.— In a series of 
x)werful attacks the crowrn prince 
ast night drove southward to within 
six miles of the northwestern gates 
of Verdun, the nearest approach of 
the Germans on the west bank 
of 
the Meuse since the titanic struggle 
’or the fortress began one hundred 
davs ago. 


Paris, May 
31.—The 
hundredth 
day of the world’s greatest battle 
at Verdun found 
the crown prince 
today rushing 
into 
action 
fresh 
legions amid the roar of hundreds of 
great guns west of the Meuse. 
The new German offensive ,initia­ 
ted Sunday, is the final supreme as­ 
sault designed to pierce the French 
ines, 
all 
French military critics 
agree today. 
The volumne and vio- 
enee 
of the 
artillery fire together 
with the frequency and intensity of 
the infantry attack eclipses anything 
seen on any battlefield in the world’s 
history. 
— 
The Germans are hnrtydng into 
action against Verdun every man the 
kaiser can spare. 
The kaiser him- 
elf is reported 
to be returning to 
the Verdun front to witness the final 
•assault. 
For the past 72 hours military 
’trains have been 
unloading fresh 
divisions 
from 
the Russian 
front 
before the Verdun front. 
One 
of 
these new divisions was hurled into 
action northwest of Verdun in Mon­ 
day night’s fighting, suffering terrible 
losses. 
There are widespread rumors that 
a large Austrian force is enroute to 
the western front either to take over 
a portion of the German lines or to 
participate in the actual fighting.

Carranza in a note delivered to the 
state department today by Ambassa­ 
dor Arredondo requested withdrawal 
of the American forces from Mexico 
as an “evidence of good faith 
on 
the part of the United States govern­ 
ment. 
Pending such 
withdrawal, Car­ 
ranza asks a definite explanation of 
the reason for keeping the troops in 
Mexico, and their present purpose 
there. 
He says they “are remaining 
idle.” 
“Should neither 
the 
withdrawal 
nor the explanation be forthcoming,” 
the note says, “the Mexican govern­ 
ment will be obliged to consider the 
presence of American forces in Mex­ 
ico as an unfriendly invasion.”

To Have Many Fine Advantages

The all-year schools of Newark, \ and 53 a gain of one and one-third 
N. J.. are commended in a special years. 
report by W. S. Deffenbougb, Spec­ 
ialist in City School Administration 
of the Bureau of Education, D epart­ 
ment of the Interior. 
Mr. Deffen- 
baugh finds that time is saved, street 
loafing is largely prevented, 
and 
health is conserved by eliminating 
the long summer, vacation. 
The children in Newark who have 
attended school for the past year or 
2 on the all-year school plan speak 
enthusiastically of it. The Bureau in­ 
vestigator asked the pupils in the 
seventh and eighth grades to write 
compositions telling why they 
a t­ 
tended school during 
the 
summer. 
Nearly all the pupils stated that the 
schoolroom was much cooler 
than 
the streets and their rooms at home; 
that they were glad to have some­ 
thing to do besides running in 
the 
streets, and that they hoped to gain 
a grade 
or two by the time 
they 
were old enough for their work cer­ 
tificates. 
P arents who were inter­ 
viewed favored 
the 
plan 
because 
thpir children were able to get more 
schooling than otherwise. 
One p a r­ 
ent said: 
“If there were no summer schools 
we would not know where our chil­ 
dren are. 
They would leave 
home 
early in the morning and run all over 
the city. 
Now we know th a t they 
are safe in the sehoolhouse and in 
no danger of being run over by au­ 
tomobiles or street cars.” 
The attempt was made to find out 
how much time the children actual­ 
ly 
saved 
through 
the 
all-year 
schools. 
Of 271 pupils in the sixth, 
seventh, and eighth grades, 25 made 
no gain, 67 showed a gain of one- 
third of a year, 59 a gain of two- 
third a year, 67 a gain of one year, 


It was found that the pupils 
in 
the all-year schools not only made 
more rapid progress through 
the 
grades, 
but maintained 
as 
good 
scholarship as the pupils in 
other 
schools. 
M any of the pupils were 
able to enter high sehool as a re­ 
sult of the time gained in the all- 
year school, and these 
pupils have 
had no difficulty in keeping up with 
their work. It is expected that many 
more pupils will now complete the 
elementary grades 
at 12 years of 
age, enter high sehool and attend 
for at least two years. 
Once in 
high school, they are likely to re­ 
main even after the compulsory age 
limit is passed. 
One criticism that has been direct­ 
ed 
against 
the 
Newark 
all-year 
schools is that the pupils 
in these 
schools must do 10 months’ work in 
9 months in order to gain 3 months 
a year and thus complete 
the 
8 
grades in 6 years. 
It should be un­ 
derstood, however, that the regular 
10 months’ course has been modi­ 
fied so that a pupil may complete it 
in 9 months, and all non-essentials 
have been 
omitted. 
Furthermore, 
less fe vie wing is needed in Septem­ 
ber for the children who have 
had 
only 
2 weeks’ 
vacation than 
for 
those who have had 2 months’ vaca­ 
tion. 
The 
month 
that 
is usually 
taken at the beginning of the fall 
term to review pupils in the work of 
the preceding grade is not necessary 
for pupils who attend continuously 
or with only short vacation. 
In regard to the health of 
the 
children who are 
kept 
in 
sehool 
during 
the 
summer 
months. 
Mr. 
Duffenhaugh declares: 
“The medical inspectors of New­ 


ark report that the 
health 
of the 
children who have 
attended 
school 
all year has not been impaired in 
the slightest degree. 
The 
regular 
school medical 
and 
nurse 
service 
continues in the summer, so that the 
health of the children in 
school 
is 
better cared for than that of 
those 
not in school. 
Good health 
habits 
acquired during the 
regular 
term 
ere not broken up by a long summer 
vacation when the children 
not 
in 
school are beyond the influence 
of 
school physician 
and 
the 
sehool 
nurse. 
The 
physician 
and 
nurse 
both report that 
the 
children who 
have been out of school during July 
and August come back in September 
in poorer physical 
condition 
than 
those who have attended 
these 
2 
months and that even th e 
children 
who have been away to 
a 
summer 
resort are in no better physical con­ 
dition than those who have been in 
school, 
since 
their 
recreation 
is 
likely to have been of a 
dissipating 
nature. 
One school physician stated 
that if the children could go into the 
country and live a normal life with 
plenty of exercise he would 
favor 
this to keeping them in sehool, but 
since conditions are such that none 
of the children who are in the tene­ 
ment districts can go to the country, 
the best place for them for 4 or 
5 
hours a day is in the schoolroom, on 
the school playgrunds, and 
in 
the 
sehool shops and gymnasiums.” 
Wide interest in the Newark plan 
has been aroused in other cities, and 
it is expected 
that 
many 
of 
the 
teachers and school officers who will 
attend the meeting of the National 
Education Assoc iation of New York 
in July will 
cross into 
New Jersey 
to see the Newark all-year schools 
in opposition.

"Compare today's prices with war 


prices ofl 'that period,"7 says the 
circular. This -has been done and re- 
peals itihat"the liigh cost of living 
never .could have been invented in 
ihe twentieth century. 


'Prices will not seem so bad when 


people consider what they were in 
the days of the civil wai\," said a 
Rushville 
marehanfc today,- 
''Of 


course, the present war is abroad, 
fbut its effects are felt here almost as 
if it were at home because of im- 
ports from belligerents 
being cut 


off.

"Many customers have an idea 


that prices are1 exceedingly high, 
when in .reality, they are not. People 


! almost, quit buying calico 
be-" 


cause it is seven cents'" a yard. That 
•is only one-cent more on the yard 
than formerly. 
If we had to buy 


calico right now, we would have to 
pay seven and a half cents for what 
we are now selling for seven. 


Rushville dealers do not expect 


that the unprecedented prices of a 
lialf a century ago will be duplicated 
at ihis-.iime. as the conditions 
cof 


manufacture ai* entirely 
different 


and in a large measure protect the 
consumer from the almost prohibi- 
tive prices; Yet, it is stated, on acr 
count of the 
unusual demand for 


raw cotton it would not be surpris- 
ing if the prices continue to go up- 
ward as long as the conflict in Eu- 
rope continues. 
Rushville people 


have already felt the effect of the 
pew prices as cotton goods of all 
kinds are selling for more now than

An interesting comparison of the 


prices of denims is found in the 
Clafin circular. In that bulletin this 
material'is quoted all the way from 
40 cents to 70 cents a yard, nfet.

an administration. Dana condemned 
'"the vast majority of postoffice ap-, 
pointees" as being "either politicians 
pr brokendown failures in business 
whom some politician

foist upon the United States for sup- 
port and wJio almost never know or 
)earn anything about the intricacies 
of postal service." Dana declared the 
,'recen.t order that all postmasters 
devote all their -time to the

office service will only "make 
the 


postoffices a political headquarters." 
He pointed out that we have-had 15 
postrnasten generals in the last 30 
years and suggested a long term ap- 
pointment.

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All-Year Schools Are Discovered 
To Have Many Fine Advantages 


The all-year schools of Newark, 


N. J., are commended in a special 
report by W. S. Deffenbough, Spec- 
ialist in City School Administration 
of the Bureau of Education, Depart- 
ment of the Interior. Mr. Deffen- 
haugh finds that time is saved, street 
loafing- is largely prevented, 
and 


health is conserved by eliminating 
fhe long summer, vacation. 


The children in Newark who have 


attended school for the past year or 
2 on'the all-year school plan speak 
enthusiastically of it. The Bureau in- 
vestigator asked the pupils in the 
seventh and eighth grades to write 
compositions telling why they 
at- 


tended school, during the 
summer. 


Nearly all the pupils stated that the 
schoolroom was much cooler 
than 


;he streets and their rooms at home; 
;hat they were glad to have some- 
thing to do besides running in the 
streets, and that they hoped to gain 
a grade 
or two by. the tune -they 


were old enough for their work cer- 
ifieates. Parents who were inter- 
viewed favored the plan because 
/heir children were able to get more 
schooling than otherwise. One par- 
3nt said: 


"If there were no summer schools 


we would not know where our chil- 
dren are. 
They would leave hoine 


•arly in the morning and run.all over 
Ee city. 
Now; -we know that they 


are safe in the schoolhouse and in 
no danger of 'being run over by au- 
omobiles or streetcars." 


The attempt was made to find out 
ow much time the children actu'al- 
y 
saved 
through 
the all-year 


ehools. Of 271 pupils in the Sixth, 
eventh, and eighth grades, 25 made 
o gain, 67 showed a gain of one- 
lird of a year, 59 a gain of hrtT-

It was found that the pupils in 


the all-year schools not only made 
more rapid progress through 
the 


grades, 
but maintained as 
good 


scholarship as the pupils in 
other 


schools. Many of the pupils were 
able to enter high school as a re- 
sult of the time gained in the all- 
year school, arid these pupils have 
had no difficulty in keeping up with 
their work. It is expected that many 
more pupils will now complete the 
elementary grades 
at '-12-: years sof 


age, enter high school and attend 
for at least two years. 
Once in 


high school, they are likely to re- 
main even after the compulsory age 
limit is passed. 


One criticism that has been direct- 


ed against the Newark all-year 
schools is that the pupils in these, 
schools must do 10 months', work in 
9 months in order to gain o months 
a year and thus complete the 8 
grades in 6 years. It ^hould be nn- 
ders,tood, however, that the regular 
10 months' course has been modi- 
fied so that a pupil may complete it 
in 9 months, and all non-essentials 
have been 
omitted. 
Furthermore, 


less reviewing is needed in Septem- 
ber for the children who have had 
only 2 -weeks' vacation than for 
those who have had 2 months' vaca- 
tion. The month that is usually 
taken at the beginning of the 
term to review pupils in the work of 
the preceding grade is not necessary 
for pupils who attend continuously 
or with only short vacation.
